Boston, March 25.~The crusade of 


Attorney General Allen against pro- 
moters and brokers who have been ex- 
ploiting silver stocks led- to the arrest 
of Thomas W. Lawson today. He sur- 
rendered himself at police headquar- 
ters to answer to a warrant charging 
him with violating on four counts a 
state law regarding the filing of Infor- 
mation regarding stock Issues. 


Four other operators 
and brokers 


were arrested yesterday, including L. 
C. Vanrlper of New York, former secre- 
tary to Lawson. 


Lawson and 
Vanriper in recent 


months have been active in the promo- 
tion of silver stocks which in the Law- 
son advertising was featured as "silvers, 
the greatest gamble of the ages." 
Each announced 'he was developing 


certain individual silver mine proper- 
ties as units of general holding com- 
panies. 
In the campaigns; the prices of indi- 


vidual stocks advanced from a^few cents 
to $8 "or $9, with subsequent reversals 
and fluctuations. 
Atfer news of the 
arrests yesterday, the prices tumbled 
further. 
Nearly all the silver stocks 
which are named in the charges against 
Lawson, Van Riper and the other men 
now Are selling for so many cents a 
share. It was the fact that securities 
offered so cheaply, the attorney said 
in a statement, that attracted to them 
a class of persons without investing 
finances, who sacrificed liberty bonds 
and savings accounts to obtain funds 
for stock purchases in hopes of early 
riches . 
Complaints to the attorney general in- 


cluded several that large losses had been 
suffered by persons who, having bought 
stocks at high prices, were unable, to 
sell'them until they had reached low 
jeVefe because certificates for their pur- 
ehatfevliad^wt been gi*et» them. 


Laweon whose stock operations have 


attracted national attention in the last 
quarter century, called at police, head- 
quarters this--morning to submit to ar- 
rest, gave hte occupation as farmer and 
.other, and walked through a noisy 
crowd -to the court house where he was 
arraigned and held for a hearing on 
April 6.

distant from the oil field* over which 
he has jurisdiction, and with the trip 
Lo the fields; taking two weeks of con- 
inuous travel, day and night, Leroy D. 
Shannon, formerly living in EJmwood 
avenue, is having some wonderful ex- 
periences. 


Shannon was located in Newark with 
he Central Ohio Producing division of 
.he Ohio Cities Gas company and is 
now in the East Indies as representa- 
tive of the Standard Oil company. 


Mr and Mr% Shannon left May 1, 
1919 for Batavfa, Java, and while the 
wsition mean in assignment of three 
years in the east, they have to return 
to the United States once each year to 
make their report. They expect to re- 
urn about July, coming by the way of 
Central Europe. 
They made the trip 


>y the San Franci.sco route through the 
Orient, thus their icturn will complete 
trip around the world. 
Ima letter wtitten Superintendent F. 


T. Bircharda of the Ohio Cities GAS com- 
pany, he fella of the 
difficulties 
en- 
countered to drilling for oil in Java 
The letter was vvutten January 26 at 
Parcel, Shannon having just returned' 
from a two months trip to Borneo. He 
stated it took New York papers 40 to 
45 days to reach them, and continues: 
"My work has kept me away from 
3atavia almost all the time as our near- 
est fields are two days ride by train 
from ^atavia. In addition 
to these 


wells we have work under way in both 
Sumatra and Borneo. A trip to Sumatra 
takes about three weeks and I must 
travel about 2100 miles by boat, While 
the shortest trip to Borneo takes five 
weeks and one must travel some 4,000 
miles by boat. On thin trip I penetrate 
nto the Borneo jungle for 350 miles to 
our most remote drilling operations. 
From our other fields to this field takes 
ten days for the' round trip, while from 
lie nearest telephone station it takes 
two weeks. 
"On this trii>-one has many different 


methods of traveling. From Java to 
Borneo the trip is made on large ocean- 
going steamers. Reaching Borneo at 
:he most remote cable station" we take 
our own ocean-going boat, some 100 
eet long and -travel 250 miles by sea to 
the neatest fiefl. Pne is greatly im- 
pressed by th«J*&l«* of the riverg en-

I travel on three large rivers/one 


of which, the large steamers can run

only possible for our small boat to run 
ibout 25 miles further inland. From 
his limit a motor boat is taken and an 
all night ride brings us to the limit for 
K>ats drawing <3 1-2 feet of water, Un- 
ess heavy rains have raised the water, 
when it is possible to go ten miles 
'urther. 
"A small motor boat which draws 
1 1-2 feet of water when loaded is tiejl 
o a prow some 40 feet long, which be-, 
cause of its length draws about three 
nches of water. A run of some two 
hours is made w ith this outfit when the 
water becomes too shallow for this mo- 
or boat and the remainder of the trip 


made with the prow which is pro- 


jelled by poles or is carried and pulled

"It is possible to reach the field' in 
ive minutes from the river landing. At 
his time we are drilling No. 13 with a 
ofary outfit and hope to reach a depth 
f 3,000 feet, 1200 feet is the dept of the 
eepest well yet drilled and as the wells 
jccome better-the deeper they go, we 
ope to find big gushers below the 1500 
oot level.

Mr. Shannon states Mrs. Shannon

0 degrees. Surrounding Garoet are 
many old volcanoes which are alway* 
moklng and two more flow hot water 
n large quantities.

s flanked by the Cossacks of the Don, ! 
lie Kuban and the Terek, along whose 
banks the famous Tolstoy served as a 
young soldier. 
On the Asiatic side 


here are the new republics of Georgia, j 
Azerbaijan and Armenia, partly carved j 
from Russian, partly from Turkish 
lands. 


The people who have left the deep- 


est impress on the Caucasus, although 
> 


most of them emigrated to Turkey in j 
1864, are the Tcherkees or Circassians, j 
TJbe Tcherkees gave to the Caucasus i 
and the fancy dress ball the Tcher- * 
keska, the familiar skirted costume of ' 
the warlike Cossack and the lithe 
Georgian grandee. It Is the original 
opera bonffe uniform, with a narrow 
waist and flaring skirts above soft 
boots without heels. This costume is 
also distinguished by 18 cartridge ' 
cases ranged across the chest. 


Martial Dress Once Worn. 


Formerly real cartridges gave a truly 


martial aspect to the dress until the 
automatic revolver came into fashion. 
But comparative wealth and peace 
overtook the Georgians and the other 
town dwellers who wore the striking ' 
dress, and gradually these cartridges 
were changed for decorative imita- 
tions. Some of them were made of 
ebony at one end and ivory at the 
other.

originated the popular night letter, 
•whereby a 50-word telegram may be 
1ient at the cost of a fast 10-word day 
message. A night letter filed here any- 
time up to 10 at night will be delivered 
in California, or elsewhere the next 
morning. This night service was fol- 
lowed by the "day letter"—60 words for 
one and a half times, the 10 word day 
rate. Sometime ago the W. U. decided 
thatPlts patrons were entitled to know 
, the time their telegrams were filed, so 
another new feature was introduced, 
that of carrying the filing time on all 
fast day messages and day letters. 
in these strenuous business times the 
mails are too slow. Once upon a time 
the telegraph was used principally In 
emergencies but today it is used in 
transacting everyday business. A tele- 
gram carries a punch and It goes to the 
right person for action. 


The carrying of filing time on mes- 
sages shows that- telegrams frequently 
•are received . from distant points in 
iroin lO' to 30 minutes. A message 
filed. recently in Newark was received 
ih Duluth, Minn., in 19 minutes. This 
laipf'course extraordinary, but a care- 
ful scanning of messages will show that 
the average time is very fast. Look at 
the top of the next Western Union mes- 
sage you receive and note the time-it 
was filed in the sending office.

•known' "to ' everybody as "Dusty" 
Rhoads, admits that the expenses of 
the present Newark office in the Arcade 
are several hundred dollars a month

Philadelphia.—The world's greatest 


shipyard, at Hog Island, built to over- 
come the ravages of the German sub- 
marine and help win the war for the 
allies, will launch Its last wartime ship 
In June and turn it over to the gov- 
ernment in September. When the last 
of the fabricated ships of the wartime 
contract leaves the vast'plant on the 
Delaware. Hog Island will have turned 
over to the government 122 vessels, a 
record of more than one ship a week- 
since the first boat was sent over* 
board in August, 1918. 
. 


There have been several double 


launchlngs in one day, and on Me- 
morial day last year five ships were 
launched In a little more than an hoar, 
establishing a world's record. 


When Hog Island was going at top 


speed during the war, with 50 ways,, 
tltccupled, approximately 35(000 men 
were employed. This force has been 


luced to about 22,000, and after the 


last ship is launched in June the force 
will be reduced to 25 per cent of this 
number. These men will complete and 
equip the ships still left to be turned 
over to the government. 


What Is to become of Hog Island Is 


the great problem confronting the own- 
ers of the yard. Becently the United 
States shipping board took over the 
title to the ground. Philadelphia has 
been urged to take over the yard and 
continue it either as a shipbuilding 
plant or convert it into a great termi- 
nal. Efforts to interest the state also 
have been made, but the amount of 
money required to buy the great plant 
has been a stumbling block. It was 
proposed that the state purchase the 
900 acres with two miles of water 
front and lease them out to manufac- 
turing and other concerns.
